Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1949. 

The  Report  is  given  in  the  same  form  as  that  adopted  last  year.  In 
the  first  part  of  the  Report,  sections  dealing  with  STAFF, 
STATISTICS,  HEALTH  SERVICES,  and  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 
are  combined  to  show  particulars  both  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and 
for  each  District.  In  the  second  part  of  the  Report  separate  sections 
are  given  for  each  of  the  five  Districts  dealing  with  the  SANITARY 
CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  DISTRICT,  HOUSING,  and  IN¬ 
SPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD.  Separate  Reports  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspectors  are  not  given,  but  the  record  of  their  work 
is  incorporated  in  the  Report. 

Vital  Statistics. 

The  estimated  population  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  and  for  each 
District  except  Sevenoaks  Urban  District  shows  an  increase  on  that 
for  the  previous  year.  The  BIRTH-RATE  in  common  with  that  for 
England  and  Wales  is  lower  in  each  District  than  in  the  previous  year 
except  in  the  case  of  Tonbridge  Rural  District.  The  DEATH-RATE 
in  each  District  is  higher  than  that  of  the  previous  year,  as  is  also 
the  Death-Rate  for  England  and  Wales.  The  INFANT  MORTALITY 
RATE  for  the  Joint  Health  Area  is  30-5,  compared  with  32  for 
England  and  Wales.  Two  maternal  deaths  occurred  in  the 
Area.  The  various  Rates  for  each  District  are  shown  in  the  Statistical 
Section  of  the  Report. 
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Infectious  Disease. 

The  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  and  measles  was  slightly  lower  than 
in  the  previous  year  and  that  of  whooping  cough  markedly  lower; 
no  deaths  occurred  from  these  diseases.  No  case  of  diphtheria  was 
notified  in  the  Area  during  the  year. 

Poliomyelitis  (Infantile  Paralysis). 

During  the  year,  35  cases  of  poliomyelitis  were  notified  and  there 
were  3  deaths.  Fortunately,  many  of  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type. 
The  age  distribution  of  the  cases  in  the  Area  was  as  follows: —

The  worst  week  was  that  ended  ^id  October,  when  6  notifications 
were  received;  this  was  also  the  worst  week  in  England  and  Wales 
with  a  total  of  463  notifications.  The  number  of  cases  in  each 
District  is  shown  in  the  Infectious  Disease  Tables,  from  which  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  incidence  was  highest  in  the  two  Rural  Districts. 
Many  visits  were  paid  to  actual  and  suspected  cases,  and  both  the 
local  Doctors  and  the  Hospital  Authorities  were  extremely  co¬ 
operative. 


Milk  and  Dairies. 

The  Milk  and  Dairies  Regulations,  1949,  came  into  operation  on 
the  1st  October.  By  these  Regulations  the  supervision  of  milk 
production  on  dairy  farms  was  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of 
Agriculture  and  Fisheries.  The  Local  Authorities  retain  responsibility 
for  those  provisions  which  apply  outside  dairy  farms,  for  the  pro¬ 
visions  relating  to  diseases  communicable  to  man,  and  for  the 
registration  of  dairies  which  are  not  dairy  farms  and  of  dairymen 
who  are  not  dairy  farmers. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Raw  Milk)  Regulations,  1949,  and 
the  Milk  (Special  Designation)  (Pasteurised  and  Sterilized)  Regula¬ 
tions,  1949,  also  came  into  operation,  and  the  District  Councils  also 
have  certain  duties  under  these  Regulations.  In  the  Report  the 
particulars  regarding  Milk  Production  are  given  as  at  the  30th 
September,  1949.  as  the  issue  of  licences  under  the  new  Regulations 
was  only  partly  completed  by  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Food  Hygiene. 

During  the  year  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  continued  to  pay  particular 
attention  to  the  hygienic  handling  of  food  and  much  educational  work 
was  carried  out  at  food  premises. 


Water  Supplies. 

An  important  development  affecting  the  water  supply  of  the  Area 
is  the  laying  of  a  12-inch  main  from  Sevenoaks  to  Tonbridge;  over 
two  miles  of  this  was  completed  in  1949.

Mr.  Mark  Jenner,  the  Senior  Sanitary  Inspector  of  the  Tonbridge 
Urban  District  Council,  also  retired  on  the  31st  March,  1950,  after 
long  service  in  the  town.  My  thanks  are  due  to  him  for  his  willing 
help  and  he  has  my  best  wishes  for  a  happy  retirement. 


On  the  2nd  May,  Mr.  J.  H.  Elphick  was  appointed  Senior  Sanitary 
Inspector  to  the  Tonbridge  Urban  District  Council.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR

Laboratory  Service. 

The  County  Laboratory  at  Maidstone  continued  to  provide  full 
laboratory  facilities,  and  the  staff  were,  as  in  the  past,  very  co¬ 
operative. 

Ambulance  Services  and  Home  Nursing. 

These  Services  are  run  by  the  County  Council. 

Treatment  of  Scabies  and  Verminous  Persons. 

The  new  Treatment  Centre  built  as  an  annex  to  the  Kent  County 
Council  Clinic,  Baltic  Road,  Tonbridge,  was  taken  over  from  the 
County  Council  on  the  1st  April,  1949.  This  Centre  is  used  for  the 
treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  Scabies  or  who  require  cleansing, 
where  adequate  facilities  cannot  be  provided  in  their  own  homes. 
During  the  year  4  cases  of  scabies  were  treated  and  11  patients  were 
treated  for  verminous  conditions. 

Hospitals. 

The  Hospitals  in  the  Area  are  in  the  Districts  of  the  following 
Management  Committees : — 

Tunbridge  Wells  Management  Committee: 

Secretary — Mr.  E.  A.  Wagstaff,  F.H.A. 

Orpington  and  Sevenoaks  Management  Committee: 

Secretary — Mr.  L.  G.  Bain. 

At  the  suggestion  of  the  Sevenoaks  Urban  District  Council  the 
Joint  Health  Committee  considered  the  availability  of  hospital  beds 
for  patients  suffering  from  infectious  disease  in  relation  to  infectious 
disease  prevention,  and  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  was  instructed 
to  communicate  with  the  Senior  Administrative  Medical  Officer  of  the 
S.E.  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board,  who  kindly  supplied  him 
with  the  Board's  proposals  in  this  matter.  The  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  was  of  the  opinion  that  the  proposed  number  of  available  beds 
was  satisfactory,  provided  they  included  an  adequate  number  of 
isolation  cubicles,  and  reported  this  to  the  Joint  Committee,  who 
agreed,  but  instructed  the  M.O.H.  to  keep  the  matter  under  review. 

During  the  year  no  difficulties  in  securing  admission  to  hospitals  of 
patients  suffering  from  infectious  disease  came  to  the  attention  of 
the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.  There  was  still,  unfortunately,  delay 
in  securing  admission  to  Sanatoria  or  Hospitals  of  patients  suffering 
from  tuberculosis  and  chronic  sickness. 
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National  Assistance  Act,  1948.  Section  47:  Removal  to  suitable 
premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and  attention. 

In  only  one  instance  was  it  necessary  for  action  to  be  taken  under 
this  Section;  this  was  in  the  case  of  a  woman  aged  87  years  who  was 
living  alone  in  a  house  in  the  Tonbridge  Rural  District.  As  she  was 
bedridden  and  arrangements  could  not  be  made  to  look  after  her  at 
home,  the  Council  applied  for  an  Order  for  her  removal.  This  was 
made  for  the  period  of  three  months  and  she  was  admitted  to 
St.  Leonards  Hospital,  East  Grinstead,  where  she  settled  down 
comfortably.

1.  Water  Supply. 

All  main  supplies  were  satisfactory  in  sufficiency  and  quality. 
During  the  long  spell  of  dry  weather  in  the  summer,  certain  well 
supplies  were  inadequate  and  of  poor  quality.

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Hop-picking  commenced  on  the  25th  August  at  a  number  of  farms, 
and  the  majority  of  the  hop-pickers  were  engaged  before  the  end  of  the 
month.  The  early  start  was  attributed  to  the  warm  and  dry  weather 
conditions  which  prevailed  during  the  three  previous  months.  Since  last 
season  78  new  huts  have  been  erected  and  40  demolished  as  being  either 
obsolete  or  unfit.  The  growers  are  generally  replacing  old  huts  with 
better  structures,  and  pickers  have  expressed  satisfaction  with  the 
new  type  of  accommodation.  Camp  conditions  have  improved, 
particularly  the  scavenging  arrangements.  Very  little  food  waste 
was  noted.  Latrine  accommodation  has  continued  to  show  improve¬ 
ment  and  only  in  a  few  cases  was  it  found  necessary  to  take  action 
with  growers.  Dr.  Cauchi,  of  the  Ministry  of  Health,  visited  the 
District  and  inspected  a  number  of  the  camps.  As  in  previous  years, 
first-aid  huts  in  the  main  hop-picking  areas  were  staffed  by  the 
British  Red  Cross  and  other  organisations. 


5.  Disinfestation. 

Sixty-two  visits  were  made  to  premises  for  treatment,  mainly  in 
connection  with  fly  and  bug  infestations,  and  32  houses  were  treated. 
A  few  serious  outbreaks  of  fly  infestations  occurred  in  the  early 
summer  but  not  to  the  same  extent  as  in  the  previous  year.  These 
were  satisfactorily  dealt  with  by  the  application  of  insecticides  and 
fumigants.  No  serious  bug  infestation  was  manifest  in  the  District.
